An elaborate programme of building which in the 
wourse of a period of years will result in the 
complete modernisation of the whole of the 
property of the Hong Kong and Kowloon 
Wharf and Godown Company, was mentioned 
‘by Mr. D. F. Landale, chairman, at the annual. 

_ ordinary meeting of the company held this 
morning at Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co. 


Mr. Landale said: 

The éarnhings for 1938 showed a 
marked advance over those for 1937, 
owing to the greatly increased storage 
facilities which the Company made 
available, 

In April/May it became apparent 
that we should . be hard pressed for 
spaceeto: accommodate cargoes coming 
forward, All .godowns. in the Colony 
were congested, and from information 
available as to anticipated arrivals it 
was obvious that the Port would he 
unable to accommodate all the expect- 
ed business unless something was done. 
Your Directors considered it vitally 
necessary to ensure that the efficient 
working of the Port was maintained 
and, in order to avoid any cargo actual- 
ly destined for Hong Kong being di- 
verted to. other Ports, they took steps 
to provide additional storage space. 

GODOWN RENTS 


The position was further complicat- 
ed by the fact that owners of godowns 
in Hong Kong which we had occupied 
on lease, demanded such. inordinately 
increased rents that we decided.it was 
better to terminate the leases and 
make our own arrangements.
